Feb. 15. 1870, was a sad day for lo­ 
cal h isto rians in 
Boston, for the news­ 
papers announced the next day that at 
a b o ut 7 o’clock the previous evening 
th e old elm on Boston Common had 
been destroyed by a great sto rm which 
swept o ver th e city ut that time. So 
many eulo gies, both oral and written, 
w e re delivered on this most ancient of 
Boston's landmarks, and it was real­ 
ized th a t a connecting link with the 
remote past was gone forever. 
It is not known when the tree began 
to grow, but au old Boston tradition 
wa^ that the wife of Thomas Hancock, 
the eminent merchant, who was Lydia 
Henchman before her marriage, claim­ 
ed that her grandfather, 
Hezeklah 
Henchman, planted the tree when he 
was a boy. This would have made the 
tree just 200 years old at the time of 
Its destruction 
It is probable (fiat some of the many 
persons on record as being publicly 
executed on Boston Common looked on 
the fair world for the last time when 
standing beneath its branches, for it 
was one of the largest trees, If not the 
largest, In the town, and it stood ou 
its outskirts, and also In 1722 it must 
have been a prominent object iu Bos­ 
ton, for Bonner’s map of the town, 
published iu that year, shows it as a 
feature. 
In 1825 the first recorded measure­ 
ment of the old elm showed its di­ 
mensions to be as follows: Height, 65 
feet; circumference, 21 feet 8 inches at 
2 feet O inches from the ground, aud 
the extreme diam eter of the branches 
was 86 feet. At this time it was said 
of the tree that "this pride of our Com 
moil Is pronounced by judges to be as 
handsome in form as it is large in size 
and venerable in age, aud it may be 
worth the remark, notwithstanding all 
the buffeting it has received from 
storms and hurricanes for more than 
a century, its original beauty and sym­ 
metry have not been impaired, al 
though it has at times lost many of its 
branches.” 
T h e tre e w as ac c ura te ly measured by 
the city engineer o f 
Boston in 1855, and 
it w as fo und th a t it was considerably 
la rge r th a n in 
1825. its h eigh t being 
figured 
a t 
seventy-five 
f e e t 
T his 
sho w ed th a t it w as still growing in its 
extre m e o ld age. 
T h e first serio us damage ttie tree re­ 
ceived w as in 1832, when th e largest of 
its lim bs w as so re nt asunder that 
th re e b ranch es rested o n 
the gro und, 
b ut a t m uch co st and la b o r th e y w ere 
replaced iu th e ir fo rm er po sitio ns and 
held to geth er by iro n ro ds aud bo lts. 
T h e gre a t gale in June, 
1860, Injured 
th e tret1 to such au e xte nt that its fo r­ 
m er sym m etry w as d estro yed , and at 
th is tim e th e cavity in th e trunk 
w as 
filled w ith several lo ads o f m aterial. 
Ou one o f th e b ranch es w hich w ere 
to rn off a t th e tim e 19 0 rings w ere 
co unted, wldch ind icated the great age 
o f th e tree. 
T he o pening o f th e cente nnial year o f 
th e republic, 1876, fo und th e tree alive, 
b ut decrepit, and It w o uld pro bably 
h ave been d eco rated ou E vacuatio n 
day and th e F o urth o f July, but, as 
sta te d a t th e b eginning o f th is article, 
F eb . 15 saw its d estructio n. 
T he old elm fell a t 7:17 o ’clock in the 
evening, its trunk po inting to w ard the 
P a rk S tre et chur- h, and the fo rce of 
th e fall sh a tte re d th e trunk , w hile the 
b ranch es w ere sc a ttere d in every d i­ 
rectio n. 
T he m elancho ly new s spread 
like w ildfire th ro ugh th e city, and soon, 
d espite th e sto rm , th e fallen m o narch 
w as surro und ed by relic h unters. A rm ­ 
ed w ith saw s, h a tc h e ts and knives, 
th ey quickly d etach ed pieces o f the 
b ranch es to preserve as so uvenirs. P e r­ 
so ns w ere seen iu th e th e a te rs laden 
w ith bo ughs, and it. w as a com m on 
sigh t th a t evening to see m en iu the* 
stre e ts c arrying lim bs several feet in 
length aud us large aro und as a sto ve- 
pipe. 
M uch o f th e tre e w as m ade into 
veneer, aud o ne book a t least o f local 
histo ry has ou its back co ver a large 
veneer fro m the tree, b earing on its 
face a lifelike engraving o f th e sam e. 
So passed the old elm. and B o sto n 
m o urned fo r its passing. 
Dr. Jero m e V. C. Sm ith, m ayo r of 
th e city in 1854. sho w ed h is intere st in 
th e old elm by having th e tre e care­ 
fully 
pruned 
and 
cleaned, 
and 
he 
caused to be placed aro und it an o rna­ 
m ental iron fence, o ctago n 1 
In shape. 
O n th e entra nc e gate w as atta c h e d an 
o val tab let b earing the fo llo w ing in­ 
scriptio n : 
T H E OED ELM. 
This tree has been standing here for 
an unknown period. It is believed to have 
existed before the settlem ent of Boston, 
being full grown in 1722; exhibited marks 
of old age in 1792 and w as nearly destroy­ 
ed by a storm in 1x32. 
Protected by an 
iron inclosure in 1854. 
J. V. C. SMITH, Mayor. 
Soon a fte r th e falling o f the old elm 
a yo ung tree o f the sam e species w as 
planted in the c enter of the inclo sure, 
and to day it L as a tta ined a large and 
sturd y gro w th. 
C o m ing generatio ns of 
B o sto nians m ay be fa m ilia r w ith a 
second old elm on B o sto n Com m on, b ut 
It will alw ays be th e first old elm 
w hich w itnessed , 
very po ssibly, the 
first se ttlem e nt o f P urita n Bo sto n iu 
1630.—B o sto n B udget.

Even 
in the present there is a satisfaction in 
mastering au art, for dressmak ing is 
indeed an a rt I am devoting much 
time hi an effort to have a course in 
dress designing and dressmak ing add­ 
ed to the curriculum of tbe Iowa uni 
- 1 
verslty, and I am hopeful of success. 
It will lead to economy and domestic 
tranquillity, of that I atn sure. 
"This work of teaching the girls can-! 
not begin too early. Dressmak ing ean-j 
not and should not be taught in the 
public schools, but flat sewing should 
be taught there. Many of our schools ( 
already do that. All should do it. The 
greet trouble is the schools cannot af­ 
ford to furnish the materials 
“Let every girl mak e her own simple 
garments, bring material no matter 
how cheap and learn by ex perleuce on 
her own things.
